The 
70 cms event is just 30 minutes long, from 2.00 pm to 2.30 pm local time, and this is 
followed by a 90 minute 2 metres contest, running from 2.30 pm to 4.00 pm local 
time. Both contests have mixed mode SSB/FM and FM-only sections.
